Insurance Inspection. 

Banking in Canada baa presented 
a pleasing contrast with that of some 
othor countries wo could name. The 
notable solidity of hor banking insti- 
tutions is, doubtloss, in a great meas- 
ure attributable to state surveillance. 
Although comparatively still in her 
infancy, her insurance corporations bid 
fair to attain eminence of a like kind; 
and if it is important that the banking 
institutions of a country should oiler a 
safe and securo meana of deposit, how 
much more her insurance institutions. If 
u people ivro to be educated up to those 
principles of prudential thrift, ho well de- 
veloped by a wiso and just system of life 
assurance, it becomes a, matter of vital 
importance that these institutions shall, 
like Ciesar's wife, bo above suspicion. 
And we are happy to observe indications 
of an intelligent determination on the 
part of tho Federal Government to make 
them ho. Tho Bill introduced by the 
Hon. Mr. Tilley, during tho present .ses- 
sion of Parliament, provides for a Gov- 
ernment officer, to bo called Insurance 
Inspeotor. It shall bo tho duty of this 
officer to examine and report to tho 
Ministor of Finance, in such manner and 
at such times as may bo directed, upon 
the business carried on by all Insurance 
Companies licensed to transact business 
in Canada. He shall visit tho chief agency 
of every such company, at least onoe in 
every year, and oftener if ho shall deem 
it expedient, or if ho shall be instructed 
by tho Minister of Finance to mako such 
inspection: Ho shall have freo access to 
all books and papers relating io tho busi- 
ness of such Company in Canada, and ho 
shall thoroughly inspect and examiuo all 
its affairs and mako such inq uirios as are 
necessary to ascertain its condition and 
its ability to meet its engagements, and 
whethor it has complied with all the pro- 
visions of the law applicable to its trans- 
actions. Ho shall once in every year, as 
soon as may bo after tho close of the 
financial year of each Company engaged 
in Life Insurance, value all outstanding 
policies of Life Insurance of such Com- 
pany. Tho present act does not abrogate 
or annul former ones, but re-affirms and 
amplifies them, and it is provided that, 
"If at any time tho Insurance Inspector 
reports that tho condition of tho affairs 
and business of any company is such as 
to render it in his opinion unsafe for the 
public to effect insurance with such com- 
pany, then the Minister of Finance may, 
if he seos fit, refer such report to the 
Treasury Board, and if the Treasury 
Board after full consideration of tho re- 
port, and after such furthor enquiry and 
investigation (if any) as the board may 
see proper to make reports to the Govern- 
or in Council that tho board agree with 
the said Inspector in the opinion so ex- 
pressed in his report, then if tho Gov- 
ernor in Council also concurs in tho said 
opinion, an Order in Council may issue, 
suspending or cancelling the license of 
such company, which shall then, during 
such suspension, or altogether if tho li- 
cense bo cancelled, bo hold to bo unli- 
censed, and after tho notification of tho 
suspension or cancelling of such license 
in the Canada Qazette, any person deliver- 
ing any policy of insurance, or collecting 
any premium, or transacting any busi- 
ness of insurance on behalf of such com- 
pany, shall bo liable to tho penalties pro- 
vided in ruch cases by tho Acts hereby 
amended, or either of them." It is pro- 
vided that towards paying tho expenses 
of this inspection, "every Company li- 
censed to transact business in Canada 
shall pay to tho Receiver General twenty 
dollars annually, and if licensed for both 
Fire and Life business thirty dollars; and 
every such Life Company shall pay an- 
nually ten dollars additional if tho total 
amount at risk in Canda, shall one mil- 
lion, and twenty dollars if it shall two mil- 
lion dollars, and ten dollars for every ad- 
ditional million dollars; and every such 
Fire Company shall pay annually five 
dollars additional if the amount at risk in 
Canada shall oxceed one million dollars, 
and five dollars for every additional mil- 
lion." We regard this Bill as ono of very 
groat importance, calculated, as it is, to 
render insurance institutions in the Do- 
minion,— more especially those which, 
being domestic, come more fully and di- 
rectly under tho survoillanco of tho In- 
spector — what they ought to bo, safe be- 
yond reasonable peradvonture. 

Dominion Mail Summary. 

Montreal, May 18.— Clotilde Roy, who 
disappeared very mysteriously over a 
week ago, is now in the Police Station. 
Hl-o was found dressed in man's clothes. 
She refuses to give any explanation of her 
strange conduct. 

Sr. John, N. B., May 17. — Six commer- 
cial travellers, principally from Montreal, 
were reported by tho police for sidling 
goods by sample in this city without a li- 
cense. This morning when their names 
wore called in court, it was found they 
had left the city. 

Montreal, May 17. — Tho investigation 
by Trinity House, which has been by Or- 
der in Council constituted a Court for the 
purpose, into tho cause of the wrock of 
thu steamer Ren and in tho Laohine Ra- 
pids, and into tho conduct of tho Captain 
and crow on that occasion, will commence 
on Monday next. 

At the finish of the competition for the 
Wimbleton team to-day, tho following 
were tho eight highest scores: — Sergeant 
Shaw, 8th Battalion, 245; Private Boyd, 
G. T. It., 212; Captain Morgan, 8th Battal- 
ion, "2-10; Major Worsley, staff, 236; Lien- 
tenant Andrews, V. V. R., 235; Private 
Mills, 50th Battalion, 282; Sergeant Bay- 
ton, 8th Battalion.

Tho express messenger immediately pull- 
ed tho bell cord, threw out his money 
safo, Ac, but tho train did not stop until 
reaching Burlington Junction. By this 
time the inside of the car was in a bla/.e. 
Nearly all tho express stuff and the Toron- 
to morning papors were consumed; but 
the firo was confined to tho portion occu- 
pied by tho express messenger. Tho mails 
and baggage were not damaged. The cause 
of tho fire is supposed to have been somo 
sparks from tho locomotive. Amount of 



loss unknown. Tho forward part of the 
car was considerably damaged.

The Public Advertising and the 
Premier. 

Tho Mainland Guardian, a fow days ago, 
called attention to the hubitof tho prosen 
Ministry of stuffing nil tho Government 
notices into the papers that support that 
Ministry, whether tho said notices possess 
any public interest or not. On Sunday 
a correspondent of this paper— who is in 
ii position to know of what ho speaks — 
charged boldly that that portion of the 
Standard'* Telegrams which are not manu- 
factured in this city, are paid for with 
money plundered (stolon?) from tho Pro- 
vincial Treasury. Ho also asserted that 
tho local Premier still holds his interest 
in the Standard paper, and that tho trans- 
fer which he professes to have mado is a 
Toogus one. It will be remembered that 
the very day upon which Mr. DeCosmos 
it .is called on to forma Ministry the Arm 
name of "DeCosmos & Long" disappeared 
from that paper and tho name of " T. H. 
Long & Co." was substituted. Of course, 
it is unnecessary to say who T. H. Long 
is. Everyone knows him to be a mere 
bit of plastic putty or dough— a headless 
tool, with a littlo more money than brains 
and not overburdened with that, either. 
But with Mr. " Co." tho public are not 
ho well acquainted. Some people say 
that ho is a Mr. Smith (a distant relative 
of Mr. DeCosmos); others, that the bold 
Amor has, for the second time, changed 
Ins name and that lw is henceforth to bo 
known as "Mr. Co." It is not for us to 
say which is tho correct version of this 
extraordinary story; but the Legislature 
will certainly appoint a Committee to in- 
vestigate tho whole matter; and as tho 
Constitution Act expressly forbids mem- 
bers of tho Legislaturo from doing any 
work for tho Government, it follows that 
if Mr. DeCosmos bus been guilty of violat- 
ing that Constitution ho must pay 
$500 fine for every day on which he has 
sat or voted in the House. If convict- 
fed, ho will have to pay about $25,000 
into tho Treasury for tho time ho has 
already sat. Tho people's representa- 
tives have, therefore, a direct interest in 
appointing a Committee and inquiring 
into this matter. If the Premier be inno- 
cent, we shall be glad to record tho fact; 
but we confess, after the recent experience 
we have had of tho Provincial Secretary 
lumping land from honest settlers; tho 
Attorney-General feeding his racehorso 
At public expense; and tho appointment 
of the Chief Commissioner to the posi- 
lion of Gold Commissioner, that we are 
forced oven against {our will, to believe 
that tho Pooplo will have a good case 
against tho Promior.

Water Supply- 

Editor Colonist: — As alargo consumer 
of water in this city I viow with appre- 
hension tho prospect which is before us, 
in the dryest season of tho year, if the 
Water Company carry out their intended 
threat. And from what I can ascertain 
thoy are determined to do so. In my 
opinion it is the duty of tho City Council 
to prevent tho town from being cut off 
from its present water supply (inadequate 
though it may be) , and that thoy ought 
to moot tho Company in a fair and reason- 
able manner. Whether it is or not tho 
duty of tho Council to buy out tho Com- 
pany I will not hazard an opinion; but \ 
will" state that tho city of San Francisco 
refused to pay a claim of $98,000 for wa- 
ter supplied by a private company for 
fire and sprinkling purposes, and tho 
question being carried to the Legislature 
was at once allowed. 

If tho water supply should bo cut off, 
and a disastrous fire take place, tho Coun- 
cil, as guardians of tho city, would be 
most decidedly to blame after the notice 
they have received ; and have the Council 
time to dig wells and supply tho lira- 
tanks by tho 1st July next, as I under- 
stand is intended ? If ho, will not the 
cost to tho city bo more than if the Com- 
pany were liberally, though not, of course, 
exorbitantly met. I have no interest in 
the Water Company ; but I consider tho 
interests of every inhabitant will be great- 
ly jeopardized if the supply of water 
should bo cut off, and that a compromise 
ought to bo brought about, for no ono can 
blame the Spring Bidge any moro than 
any other private company from making 
what money they legitimately can.

The Recent Explorations on 
the Island. 

Diary of a Journey from the Anthracite 
lUlnot, CoivicJkim, to Victoria. 

Left camp at 2 p.m., 9th May, for Har- 
ris' Landing and Victoria. We wero 
eight in number, viz.: Professor Kadorly, 
Win. A. Robertson, Wm. Coles, Bobt. 
Maoluv, Alex. Blith, George Bono, my- 
self and an Hydah Indian named Oharloy. 
Wo soon arrived at a river whore Messrs. 
Robertson and Coles left us in order to 
go down tho Koko'salaih to Pimbury's, 
whore wo wore to join thorn. On tho east 
side of tho river is a high divide, scantily 
covered with timber. From tho top of 
tho mountains we have an oxtonsivo viow 
of the centre of this Island. Before us 
aro high mountains and deep gorges, at 
the bottom of which aro rivers fed by the 
mountain snows. Tho country is densely 
covered with timber — tall pines, and 
spreading cedars, under whoso shade the 
snow still lingors to tho depth of 2 or 3 
foet. Where the timber is burnt off and 
the sunbeams can reach tho ground it is 
all gone, and has been for some timo, 
judging by the length of tho grass and 
by the leaves already out. On this moun- 
tain (which is motamorphic porphory) wo 
encountered a she bear with two cubs. 
Our Indian gave them chase; the cubs 
ran up a tree, while their mother ran for 
the bush. Having no fire-arms we cut 
down one tree and caught the cub. It 
was a black bear cub about 3 months' old. 
Leaving this wo soon reach the top of the 
mountain which is, I should say, about 
1500 feet above the river. Descending 
wo soon came to what appeared to bo an 
extensive plain or flat, with a little burnt 
timber. Here, having plenty of wood 
and water, we encamped for tho night. 
Ono made a fire while another cooked 
meat and tho Indian skinned tho cub. 
Being all very hungry wo soon finished 
our supper. Afterwards tome cut wood 
to keep up the lire, some fixed our tent 
and blankets, while' tho Professor had 
throo or four clubs cut as a means of de- 
fence in case tho mother bear should 
track us in order to avenge the death of 
her offspring. Wo turned in early in 
order to be up by time, and so get out of 
the hill country before dark. Being tired 
wo turned in and soon forgot all about 
the mother boar, who never camo near 
us again. 

Saturday, Slay 10 — Tho Professor 
called us at 4 o'clock. The fire being still 
burning we soon had breakfast, and start- 
ed by 5 o'clock — Professor Kadorly lead- 
ing the way compass in hand. Before 
saving any more 1 take the liberty to dis- 
cuss our position. With our breakfast, 
all our provisions wero goue with tho ex- 
ception of a little bread and bacon reserv- 
ed for the Professor, who was ill, but the 
Professor is one of thoso soil denying 
men who would not reserve anything to 
himself at tho oxpenso of others. Even 
at meal times I have known him to stint 
himself when ho fancied there was not 
enough for tho workmen, and when re- 
monstrated with he replied themeuhadto 
work hard, while his work was compara- 
tively easy. In order to get down speed- 
ily we took a route whichjwas a mile near- 
er than the one wo came by, and would 
bring us out at Glenora, Mr. Robertson's 
farm, or Mr. Mearns'. So at 5 o'clock on 
Saturday wo started on a journey of at 
least 12 miles. Our camp was in a wide, 
swampy valley, scantily timbered. 
Through this valley and over a low range 
of hills eastward, or rather a point or two 
north of cast, we went, through dense 
woods, down long mountain slopes, over 
wide Hats covered with- snow, keeping on 
the mountain tops as much as possible to 
keej) clear of the snow, which is only 
found in tho valleys amongst the tall tim- 
ber whose dense foliage shades the sun's 
rays. We found it tedious walking over 
the snow as we, at nearly overy threo or 
four steps, sunk to our knees, which, with 
our heavy packs, was very fatiguing. 
With an occasional sip of brandy and wa- 
trr we struggled onward, becoming pain- 
fully aware our chance of reaching Mr. 
Mearns that evening was but slender, 
and also I could seo that Professor Kader- 
ly could not go much further. We reach- 
ed a wido valloy deeply covered with 
snow. Bounding this valloy was a low 
ridge, covered also with snow, beyond 
this wo expected to find a stream laid 
down in a rough pencil drawing furnish- 
ed by Mr. Robertson, and known as Nut- 
tall's Run, which stream runs at the foot of 
tho mountain bounding tho Cowichan 
plain.

Dominion Parliament. 

Senate, May 16. 

COPYRIGHT. 

The debate on Hon. Mr. Ryan's address 
respecting copyright was resumed. 

Hon. Mr. Canal! did no', think there was 
any use in saying much on the subject, 
sinco the Postmaster General had told the 
House he was anxious the bill should 
come into effect. He must express his 
admiration, however, of tho pluck and 
pertinacity with which tho hon. mover 
had stuck to bis theme. It was true ho 
had a grievance that affected tho whole 
Dominion, and equally true, ho had m- 
>or relaxed his hold on tho Government, 
and never failed to spur them on to action 
in this matter. No doubt the English 
publishers wero log-rolling, and trying to 
prevent us from obtaining this privilege. 
They could ill-treat authors as well aa 
American publishers. He remembered 
Bret Harte saying while hero that it was 
a most difficult thing to get on in Eng- 
land. He always thought American pub- 
lishers stole literary matter, but found 
Englishmen stole too. and reprinted for- 
eign works in their country. With regard 
to this address, he did not think tho Gov- 
ernment had pressed this matter with duo 
earnestness and zeal. Ho would not say 
they were guilty of supineness or not, till 
tho correspondence was published, but he 
thought more might have been done to 
attain the end in viow. (Hear, hoar.) 

The motion was carried. 

House of Commons, May 1G. 

THE PLIMSOLL KILL. 

Mr. McDonald (Antigonish) asked whe- 
ther it is the intention of tho Government 
to remonstrate with the Imperial Govern- 
ment agninst tho passage of the bill known 
as the Plimsoll bill now before Parlia- 
ment in relation to restrictions on ship- 
ping? Whether thoy intend to remon- 
strate against general legislation relating 
to British shipping, by tho Imperial Par- 
liament including in future within its 
operation Canadian shipping, as tho Can- 
adian Parliament have legislated, and 
should li. future bo proposed to legislate 
in relation to Canadian shipping in accor- 
dance with tho requirements of that inter- 
est? Also, whether tho proposed legisla- 



tion of tho Imperial Parliament will placo 
foreign shipping on a more favorable foot- 
ing than that of Canada? And, whethnr 
its practical effeot will bo to place Cana- 
dian shipping at any disadvantage as com- 
pared with tho home shipping of the Uni- 
ted Kingdom? 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell replied that tho Gov- 
ernment had remonstrated against tho ox- 
tension of tho Plimsoll bill, as it stood to 
Canadian shipping, and had suggested that 
in legislation affecting Canada this Gov- 
ernment should be consulted, Tho bill 
would place foreign shippinamore favora- 
ble position than Canadian ships-that was, 
provided it should become law. It did 
not recognise tho Bureau Veritas in which 
most Canadian vessels woro registered, 
and thus thoy wero placed at a disadvan- 
tage. The Government had felt it their du- 
ty to bring the matter before tho Imperial 
Parliament, And ho had no doubt that tho 
effect would bo to have the interests of 
Canadian shipowners duly considered. 

NEW linUNSWICK SCHOOL LAW. 

Mr. Anglin asked what stops had boon 
taken by tho Government in reference to 
tho resolution of the House on the Now 
Brunswick School Law. 
. Sir Johu A. Macdonald said the resolu- 
tion which was adopted tho other day re- 
specting tho New Brunswick School Law 
was duly laid before His Excellency the 
Governor General, and he was now under 
command from His Excellency to state 
that hu was asked by one branch of the 
Parliament of Canada to exercise tho 
Royal prerogative by disallowing certain 
Acts of the New Brunswick Legislature, 
it was stated that these Acts wero passed 
for the purpose of legalizing certain as- 
sessments made under tho Act of 1871, 
and that the object was to give the parties 
complaining of tho School Act the oppor- 
tunity of bringing such Act before tho 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
His Excellency had been already in- 
structed by Her Majesty's Government of 
the opinion of tho law officers of the 
Crown in England that tho Act in ques- 
tion was within the competence and juris- 
diction of tho New Brunswick Legisla- 
ting, and that being tho case, he deemed 
it to bo his duty to apply to Her Majesty's 
Government for thoir instructions on the 
subject; he might also state that the Gov- 
ernment, considering tho importance of 
the subject, aud tho manner in which it 
affected a certain portion of Her Majesty's 
subjects, would be prepared to come 
down to Parliament and ask for a voto of 
money to defray all the expenses of those 
who agreed and desired to have tho mat- 
ter litigated in England before tho 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
(Cheers.)

Washington, Juno 3 —Military and civ- 
il circles all seem to bo agreed that as tho 
Modocs surrendered as prisoners of war 
thoy must bo treated as such. 

New York, Juno 3 — Correspondence 
from Vienna gives lengthy account of the 
irregularities of the American Commis- 
sioners, who demanded 100 per cent, of 
all profits and sold rights to hold restau- 
rants and drinking saloons in tho Exposi- 
tion Building.

Municipal By-Law to regulate the 
construction, nialntninance and 
repairs of sidewalks, and foot 
paths, ami verandhlis within the 
City Limits. 

[7lh May, 1873.] 

WHEHFA8 it is expedient to make provision for 
tho regulation, constnictipii.nialntalnaneeand 
repairs of Sidewalks, Footpaths un.l Verandahs, within 
the City limits; 

Ha It, therefore, enacted by the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria, .is follows! 

1. Footpaths or Bidevralks of a uniform grade, and 
with a fall towards the street of not less than one-fonrtli 
of an inch to the foot shnll, whenever and wherever by 
the Mayor and Cout'ell of the said City shall he doomed 
necessary or desirable, b.i constructed on each side of 
each struct within the city limits, and every Footpath 
or Sidewalk shall bu not more in width than one-sixth 
ot the width of tho street on which it abuts. 

2. Each Footpath and Sidewalk within theclty limits 

shall be nude of wood, stone tla^illlK. tiles or brick, or 

such other material as the street Committee may up- 
proveof; but each footpath or Sidewalk shall be made 



of ..nil.

•25. It shall be the duty of the Police Coustubles of 
the City of Victoria to use their best endeavors to pre- 
vent any infraction of any of tho provisions of this lly- 
Law. und to take olluoccssary proceedings for bringing 
to punishment parties guilty of any such Infraction.
